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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach and/or suggest the method of formation of a 
contact surface having good electrical conductivity on a support bar of an aluminum 
cathode wherein a copper contact piece is attached to the end of the support bar, a 
transmission layer is formed onto an area of the contact surface and the contact surface 
is coated with a silver or silver alloy using soldering or thermal spraying techniques so 
that the contact piece is located on top of a busbar, with the lower surface of the contact 
piece touching the electrolysis cell busbar forming a contact surface and the 
transmission layer and the coating forming a metallurgical joint with the copper contact 
piece. The method of repairing the contact using a similar method above, except that 
the contact surface is straightened out linearly prior to forming the transmission layer. A 
support bar having the contact piece made of copper having the transmission layer and 
silver or silver alloy that forms a metallurgical joint with the transmission layer and 
copper is also not taught and/or suggested.
